printing and whatever else he might be
doine, e never fuiled 1o devote a '.;“HII
portion of his time to the reading of stan-
davd  literature  and  the  preparation
of inferesting  papers  for  the puess,
After the old Erprees was bonght out and
consolidated with the Erowiner, Mr. Ma-
son aceepled a position as local editor on
the duguirer, and retained it until the New
Era was staited, when he was offered and
aeceplen a position on the editocial stafl
of that paper, retaining it until the time of
his death, thongh often compeiled to, give
np active work on aceount of impaired
health.  Duaring the winter of 1878.9 he
went to Flerida iz bopes that a milder
climate would resto;e Lis health. Retarn-
ing somewhat improved, he resvmed his
labors ou the Neor Kea, but in January
last, takine a severe cold while attending a
festival of the ladge of K. of P, to which
he belomged, he sufiveed @ relapse that
tinally ended in his death.

Deceased  was a ready  and careful
writer, a firsa and unflinching Democrat,
W polite amd utelligent. gentleman, a true,
warm-hearted friend, and an alfectionate
son amd Lo, Lor.

Qur Borough "olice

We reported last week the dischargo of
persons  before Justice Young, on the
charge of  * resisting  tho execution of a
Ieaal process,” hecanse the resistance was
oflered to UHenry Rodenhauser, who hal
been swore in, and since  enmmissioned as
a borough policeman.

The fourth section of our borough char-
ter vests the power of the corpbaation in
2 chief burgess *and town eouncil eom-
posed of ninc members.

The tenth scction gives them power
**to make such laws, ordinances, by-laws
and regnlations, not inconsistent with the
Iaws of the commonwealth, as they shall
deem necessary for the good order and
government of the borough ; to establish
a nightly watch ; to erect a lock np house
for the temporary detention of persons
cothmitied by the proper corporate oflicers;
to appoint and fjremove such officers, pre-
scribe their duties and to enforce the or-
dinances and regulations of the borough.”

No ordinanee or regulations for the ap-
pointment of policemen, or a nightly
walch, norany prescribing the duties of
such officers, have ever been enacted by
council, yet several have been sworn in as
such. Justice Young holds that these
policemen are appointed by ecouncils and
have no duties to perform, except such as
council may prescribe ; and as council has
preseribed none they are acting without
authority.

HARVARD BEATS COLUMBIA,

Yestorduy's Exciung Siruggile for Coliejgate
Aquatic Honors,

In the intercolicgate boat race at New
London, Conn., yesterday between the
crews of Harvard university and Colum-
bia college the signal for starting was
given almost exactly at noon.
